Claims 21-36, 38 and 40 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. There are many similarities and dissimilarities between the applicant's invention 
and the invention of Williams (US patent no. 6,407,361). However, Williams fails to 
disclose controlling the laser beam using a master program that makes the laser beam 
scan a line pattern for burning light guiding material to create the relief at the same time 
as the laser beam is modulated by a frequency that controls the amplitude of the input 
power to the laser and thereby creates a microscopic screen pattern on the surface of 
the relief at the same time as an image program is superposed to control the amplitude 
and scanning frequency, so that the input laser power with amplitude variations 
proportional to the relief of the figure will burn at different depths and thereby form the 
relief of the figure such that the entire relief of the figure is recessed in the light guiding 
material, wherein the microscopic screen pattern provides a strong luminescence. No
